thinking of the growing industry and 
ty of the different nation*, 
hand of the coiowml statue of Lib- 
erty, presented to thia country by 
France attracted my especial attention. 

The object of this statue, when 
completed, will be, to "eonunemorate 
and perpetuate the ties of friendship 
>een the Americans and the 
French." It is to be placed in New 
York harbor, and will be "a memorial 
to men from every clime* of the alii- 
I woen the United Btates and 
ice, by whose aid American Inde- 
pendence was secured. 
jj^Then I could not help thinking of 
another chapter of international his- 
tory which ought not to be forgotten, 
especially in the Community of Si 
a, I refer to that aid which was 
refused by England, and so fully and 
generously given by France. 

Through the instrumentality of 
Epee, Hicard and Gallaudet, the mute, 
hitherto Mass nil with idiots, was enab 
led to stand erect among his fellows, 
and take the place i* society for which 
he was cre at ed . 

No doubt you are aware that in 
«»rMgnt times, the p o sses sio n of edu 
cation was cxjuftiMMi to pbiloeoph*r« 
and the higher ranks of society ; ever 
marching civilization, however, led to 
its diffusion among all classes of peo 
pie by degrees, and the introduction 
of Christianity helped to hasten its 
progress, and increased the facilities 
for obtaining ft 

Time advanced, facta accumulated 
doubts arose. The highest intellects, 
like the tops of mountains, were the 
first to catch and reflect the dawn 
1 >rifb£, while the level be- 
low was stall in darkness. But th<- 
first touched the loftiest 
iences, descends HI en the plain 
and settle! in the deepest valleys. 

In the eighteenth century, the dawn 
vilization in its first feeble glim 
ngs, began to east its beams on 
deaf-mutes, and steadily brightening 
and spreading, now floods our land 
with blessings. On entering the Na 
tional House of Representatives, yon 
will pereeive the figures of Washing 
and Lafayette, standing side by 
side, near the speaker's chair ; then 
why not have our two great pbilantbro- 
piatB, honored by picture and bust? 
Why not place two figures, side by 
side, in some public place, to perpet- 
uate the memory of Bicard and Gal 
laudet, by whose joint labors the edu 
cation of deaf-mutes was begun on 
t)nH continent 

The rise and progress of deaf mute 
has Men like that of those 
great inventions which were vehe- 
mently cried down at first, but after 
wards achieved the fullest s m ocp s s . 

The great object of every deaf-mute 
»n is to teach its pupils to 
read and write and to "restore them 
to society." Bui the oft-repeated 
tion is here asked: — "Ha* 
♦ en accomplished in every in 
stance ?" I am sorry to say most em 
phatically, wo. The success which 
has crowned some el cm schools, 
seems to be mainly owing to the occa- 
sional social gatherings, which, within 
the last few yean have become part 
of their system of educa ti on , and by 
means of which, the dea/mti 
thrown into intimate intercourse with 
the outside world. 

I believe the great reason why so 
many well-educated mutes are not 
cordially leuai— d in society is, that 
they do not acquire suflesent fluency 
in the use of language, to 

toshstr 
, but by eon 

fining 11 iswilinsi mnehto the use of 

signs, by this very means place a 
barrier in the way of acquiring the 
most necessary of all knowledge, ea 
pecially to us.

loud breathing, chokes off the smack- 
ing of the lips, and drowns the groan- 
ing under exertion. It compel h them 
to read and think, and to be more 
careful in the construction and una of 
language as well as refining the man 
ner. There are many deaf-mutes, who 
think themnelves unfitted for society, 
on account of their poor command of 
language. Is this a good excuse for 
them to keep themselves aloof from 
social life? Certainly not Can any 
one be perfect, when he for the first 
time, attempts anything! "Practice 
makes perfect" 

Bociety is a necessity for the d< 
opment and improvement of mind and 
very beneficial, particularly to deaf 
mutes. Guizot says "man is formed 
for society./ Bo if a man withdraws 
from society and follows a lonely 
life, he will Boon degenerate. There- 
fere let the deaf-mute mjx with per- 
sons who can hear and speak, and 
earnestly cultivate the sincere friend- 
ship of those worthy of his ^ esteem. 
Let him not be discouraged, if*at the 
outset of life, his path is not perfectly 
smooth. It seldom happens that the 
hopes which we cherish are realized 

IniWsft, %W» pettb of lif© will, in mo*t 

instances, to our great disappoint 
•ment. be found rough, and beset with 
many obstacles to be overcome. 

When a graduate leaves his school, 
and begins his struggles with the 
world, he is at once surrounded by 
trials and temptations ; he has no ex 
perience whatever, and needs I 
guiding principle to carry him safely 
through. Let him always listen to, 
follow, and never disregard the advice 
of experience. Nothing can take lbs 
place of that hard, but good school 
master. 

The world is a constant scene of 
toil and difficulty, but if he once es- 
tablishes himself and his mode of life 
m it should be, his feet are on solid 
ground. There is so much to din 
hearten, oppress and bat n his 

houI that there is constant nc 
ever-accumnlating force, to sustain 
and brace his energies. On each side 
of his path in life, vices swarm 
let me warn him particularly against 
idleness which is "the broom that 
gweepeth clean all good thoughts of 
the house of the mind, making it fit 
to receive the Heven Devils," and 
drunkenness, than which there is no 
paasion more baneful, or one that can 
leap to such extremities or involve 
men in such a complicated train of 
crimes and vices. But if he !>o ai 
with Hound education, strong will and 
cultivated judgment, and if conscience 
be bis pilot on the ocean of life, lie is 
a a ship sailing to a far dis 
tant place, with complicated machin 
ery to move her, and ropes which seem 
to be more numerous than necessary ; 
ot a rope is there but has its use, 
nut a sail more than needful. Hi

haven, unavoidable accidents may 
happen, miscalculations may delay her 
progress, but if the Captain, who is 
mistier than evil, is in comman 
her go fearlessly on, for He will t 
desalt a ship, which is His, until it is 
safe in port 

Let me urge upon the deaf 
the habit of carefully observing every 
g that pass e s about him ; lei him 
study and digest every in! 
conversation which may come tu 
his notice, and thereby help to cover 
his own deficiencies. Let me also 
warn him to beware of vanity 
greatest minds have been the most 
humble. Even Shakespeare bo 
his brilliant intellect to be taught by 
a clown, and Socrates, on his famoiiK 
journey in s earch of knowledge, r 
ceeeed to ask questions of those about 
him. On many occasions, failing to 
the knowledge which he sought 
in the schools of philosophy, he h 
bled himself to seek it among the low 
er sjassse HcaWtio n s such as these, 
might indeed dispel our moat arrant 
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God in making man his own master 
of —in giving him free will— meant not 
that he should use that power unre 
strained, but gave him also conscience 
to warn, and intellect to guide, and 
thus develop a perfect man— bitty 
those who will not heed those mon- 
itors, mast follow an ex perience, anal 
to that of a child, who had Us 
of grasping the glowing halo of 
t candle-flame, toned down by the suf 
fortes; of burnt tngerm. 

Let ns never deceive ourselves, like 
the ostrich, who hiding his punv head 
m the sand, thinks himmmlt safe 
m the contrary, let na face our dan 
?ers bravely, and making a bulwark 
»f wisdom, thus protect ourselves 
******* them 

Selfishness is, by too many, mint 
for self respwt— naturallv man is a 
•aliph creature, but culture can so 
school this attribute that by it we 
may beoome more keenly awar 
bow we would be dealt by, and Christ 
tan duty may lead us, in so dealii 
others, as to transform selfish m-as 
nto self-respect 

A morbid self depreciation im not to be 
eneonragsd. We gain no nohl<-r 
of self, no higher aspirations, by gaz- 
ng at sknlla, and, while it im our 
rigidly to iudge and know our own 
faults, with our neighbor, the case is 
qntts the reverse; here we are 
longer to pronsnnes radsrmen t 



ken result, but God will make perfect 
our deficiencies. He will cover our 
Imperfections, if we only have h 
faithful in our efforts. 

The ideal self is noble, and is that 
principle of humanity which inspires 
a man with lofty ideas and conduct, 
upholding the dignity of his origin 
and destiny, while the actual self is 
quite the reverse. 

Therefore smith for wisdom and 
let bouyant hope ever lead you up the 
ladder of progressive knowledge, with 
wisdom and truth as your governors.

He also offered for 
Hale some manual alphabet cards and 
monumental pictures for Mr. Culling 
worth, of Philadelphia. 

The President r<?ad a telegram from 
Mr. Southwick, of Albany, regretting 
his inability to be present and hoping 
the gathering would be a success. 

Prof. Johnson got off a squib at his 
old friend Chamberlain and then went 
into journalism speaking with s s p s ei sl 
once to the Deaf-Mutes' Joubnal; 
told how it could be improved and 
how helpe4 in its form if a multitude 
of subscribers should come, and also 
ether MM help. Prof. Job Turner 
hoped the retiring President would 
have a peaceful "old age" or something 
of the same sentiment, and spoke 
highly of the Joubkal, and wished it 
strongly supported, pledging himself 
always to do all in bis power for it. 
Be Huggested that Dr. Gallaudet have 
his sermons printed occasionally.
